Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 1 , filed 10 July 2008, with respect to 
claims 4, 5 and 9-1 1 with respect to multiple dependent claims have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The objection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Rauchwerger (5,553,479) teaches a capacitive liquid level sensor 
with one electrode on the container whose electric field runs through the 
container to ground, and wherein the electrode is connected to the input of an 
amplifier, and wherein another capacitor is connected across the input and 
output of the amplifier. Rauchwerger fails to teach or suggest another electrode 
which forms a capacitance with the first electrode and which is connected to the 
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output of the amplifier. This limitation in combination with the other limitations of 
the independent claims constitutes allowable subject matter.
